-KING’S ARCHIVES 
CLOSELY GUARDED 


British Sovereigns’ Papers Are 
Kept in Castle. 


‘London.—Of all the great collec- 
tions of historical documents to be 
found in the scores of museums and 
Hbrarfes of England. the most secret- 
ly kepce and the most jealously guard- 
ed are the king's archives in Wind- 
sor castle. 

All that the outside world actually 
knows about this valuable collection 
is that it is kept in a strong room in 
the great round tewer of the ancient 
castle and thst only the members of 
the royal family and the recorder of 
the king’s-archives pre permitted to 
examine the papers. 

The archives are the private prop- 
erty of the sovereign and the state 
can claim no ownership or super- 
vision, Théy consist’ of documents 
dealing with the royal family during 
the last several centurics. 

The archives are singularly rich in 
papers dealing with the Stuart family 
and largely concern the pretender to 
the Stuart throne after the fall of the 
last Stuart monarch. ‘ 

Other documents den! with King 
George ITI and his movements, with 
George [TV and with various ministers 
of state. Most of the latter are of a 
highly secret nature and ure in script. 

There also is a large collection of 
Victorian papers from the time of 
Lord Melbourne, who was Queen Vic- 
toria’s first prime minister. There 
are documents in the collection from 
all parts of the world, from sover- 
eigns, presidents, ministers of state 
and ambassadors. The archives may 
not become public property until the 
royal family is extinct.

FAMILY KILLS GIRL 
TO APPEASE “GHOST” 


Sacrifices Life After Plea of 
“Dead Brother.” 


Las Palmas, Canary Istands,—~A 
weird tragedy of peasant superstition 
that led to a human sacrifice has just 
been uncovered near the little village 
of Teide on the island of Teneriffe, 
jack in the hills from Teide in a 
wretched hut lived a family named 
Valido, consisting of six—the- mother, 
the father, three daughters, and a 
ghost—the spirit of a twenty-two-year- 
old youth, Fernando, who had died a 
year before, rs 

All members belonged to a‘cult, de-

Would Talk to Ghost. 

This background explains, -in part, 
why the dead Fernando was not only 
a real member of the family but also 
its most important member. Every 
day, by means of magic ritual, living 
members of the family claimed they 
would enter into conversation. with 
Fernando's ghosc and. he would de- 
scribe to thein the wonder and hor- 
rors of the world in which he ved 
and where one day they would go. 

One night, the story goes, the ghost 
appeared and said that there was only 
one way in which he could be released 
from the place of shadows and fear 
in which he was wandering. 

Ore of his sisters would have to 
be sacrificed to appease the spirits 
who ruled over the other world. The 
next morning the three sisters—Calen- 
daria. Amelia and Carmen—drew lots 
to see which one would die to release 
the spirit of their brother from tor- 
ment.

Difference of Opinion 


Over Age-Old Chariots 

The recent discovery of a three- 
wheeled votive chariot of baked clay 
has aroused great interest among 
archeologists. Dr. Vlada Petkoviteh 
and Dr. Josip Petrovitch. give B. C. 
1000 ..as the probable date of the 
chariot. : 

The chariot was found tn the small 
village of Dupljaja near the town of 
Vrshatz, fn the Banat, by a builder 
who kept the discovery to himself for 
several years before deciding to offer 
it for sale. 

The car bears the effigy of a bird- 
headed deity, legless and with a bell- 
shaped body. It is thought that it 
may represent the son of the god to 
whose service the car was dedicated, 
and who is, in all probability, a sun 
deity. 

The fingers of the effigy’s hands are 
only indicated by marks drawn on the 
clay. In the ground near the chariot 
was found an object of baked clay 
formed like a Hd and it is thought 
that it was possibly used as a kind 
of shield to protect the chariot. 

On a chariot found in Milavedja in 
Czechoslovakia there {s a rellef of the 
sun; on the chariot found in Switzer- 
land there is a large female figure, 
representing the Great Mother and 
round her are clustered small male 
figures all armed. 

The chariot found in Glasinae, 
Bosnia, has a bird's figure on it; this 
chariot is now in the Vienna museum, 
All these chariots are made of metal. 
The only exception is the chariot in 
Este, Italy, which has four clay 
wheels, 

In face of the evidence now before 
them Belgrade archeologists are in- 
clined to think that the broken re- 
mains of a clay chariot in the Vrshats 
museum may also be those of a three- 
wheeled votive car. When the keeper 
of the Vrshatz museum came into pos- 
session of this chariot it had only two 
wheels, the other wheels, as he 
thought, having been lost owing to 
the breaking of the beam, but it now 
seems highly probable that there had 
been only one other wheel.

Thus the French: Asiatic: empire is 
wholly within the tropics and in a 
region of heavy rainfall. es 

The units of French Asia are’ Cochin. 
China, in the extreme*south; Cam- 
bodia, in ‘the southwest; Annam, 
‘stretching along most of the eastern 
‘céast; Laos, Inldné@ and to the north- 
west ; and ‘Tongking, filing the north- 
eyn'end of: the- elongated territory and 
Axtending from the coast inland for 
200 miles. 

Annam is less completely under 
French control, officially, than any wf 
the other states with which it is asso- 
ciated in the territorial group known 
as French Indo-China, It has its own 
emperer and is listed as a protector- 
ate. But Annam and the twelve mil- 
lion people of Annamese blood really 
constitute the chief factor in this re- 
gion of French influence, In few 
places are the old forms of oriental 
magnificence maintained as completely 
as in the imperial establishment at 
Hue, the capital of Annam. Until 
recently the palace was forbidden 
ground, and it is still far from easy 
to obtain access. 

Inside the palace walls fs a rich- 
ness and an elaborateness seldom en- 
countered outside fairy tales and the 
settings of extravagant stage presenta- 
tions. There are picturesque gardens; 
paved courts, where on occasion the 
ten thousand mandarins of Annam 
strike their foreheads in unison on the 
ground before the emperor; dim cor- 
ridors of countless columns with their 
huge perfume burners sending up con- 
tinual clouds of incense; and exquisite 
rooms of intricately wrought ceramics 
and gold and silver. Opening into the 
emperor's state rooms is the great 
Golden Door, through which, in addi- 
tion to the sovereign, only the extraor- 
dinary ambassadors may pass. 

Lavish festivals and displays take 
place within this fairyland of luxury. 
The most charming and characteristic, 
perhaps, are the ‘children’s ballets, in 
which scores of dainty, costumed 
youngsters go through elaborate steps 
and postures with bright fans in their 
hanas and a lighted colored lantern 
attsched to each youthful shoulder. 


Hue Itself Not Beautiful. 


Outside the palace: enclosure Hue 
is less appealing. The “metropolitan 
area” of the city is in large part a 
collection of native villages clustered 
fin the shadow of the great palace- 
citagel walls, Across the river is the 
French residency with its Gallic- 
western atmosphere. For a long time 
Hue was little known, and as the 
seat of «': important country its size 
was exuggerated. Its population is 
only about 60,000, 

The town is in a tropical region in 
a latitude corresponding to the south- 
| ern extremity of Mexico. It Hes near 
the mid-point of the long double- 
eurving coast of French Indo-China, a 
few miles from the sea on the Hue 
river.

Near-by is the Khmer museum with 
a collection of sculptured stones,.im- 
plements of war and jewelry; the 
weather-beaten royal pagoda, and an 
ancient temple approached by a long 
flight of steps with a stone railing 
representing Naga, the sacred seven- 
headed cobra. Tails of the sacred 
reptile adorning the roofs of some of 
Pnompenh’s' buildings resemble 
crooked lightning rods on American 
farm houses. 

The one thoroughfare of Pnompenh 
that has a right to be called an ave- 
nue leads from the palace to the pub- 
lic park. Two hotels bordering it 
offer excellent accommodations for a 
small Eastern city save for their or- 
chestras that dispense impossible noc- 
turnal jazz. The rest of the street ts 
cluttered up with .open-front native 
shops, some of which make an attempt 
to duplicate French pastry. Now and 
then through a vacant space one gets 
a glimpse of a garden spot a block 
or two in the background where a 
French ceglonial official lives in a pala- 
tial home amid broad lawns and 
flowering trees. 


Hanoi, the “Paris of Asia.” 


The administrative center of all 
French Indo-China, and the capital as 
well of Tongking, is Hanoi which 
has heen dubbed “the Paris of Asia.” 
It bears many of the earmarks of the 
European capital. 

A modern train brings you into a 
modern railway station at Hanol. 
There you may hail a shiny new 
French-made automobile with a French 
chauffeur. In a tour of the ‘elty.you 
ride along wide streets and boulevards 
bearing French names and pass im- 
posing French buildings, and spacious 
parks where stroll French woinen and 
men; some of the latter dressed in 
the natty blue tniforms: of the French 
army 

In the business district, Parisian 
gowns are displayed behind plate- 
glass show. windows. French theater 
fronts blaze with gaudy signs to at- 
tract patrons. Paris-like sidewalk 
cafes Invite passersby to imbibe their 
favorite beverage while’ melodious 
strains from a French orchestra filter 
through the open windows of a French 
restaurant.

way of importance will be covered, 
mite by mille, and extensively photo- 
graphed, A complete consideration 
will be given to the various phases of 
North Carolina’s particular problem 
and a full report with recommenda- 
tiona will be made and published as a 
part of the demonstration. At least 
two months will be devoted to the 
study.

In other cases 
it would be folly to do so because 
sometimes additional structural fea- 
tures and an architectural treatment 
are all that would be necessary to 
achieve a fine result.

Not long ago the nation was stirred 
by the drift of population away from 
farms and rurul areas into the greai 
cities. Young men, attracted by the 
high wages paid by Industry and what 
appeared to be the superior social and 
economic advantages of urban life, de- 
serted the soil for the city. 

In the past quarter-century rural, 
America has made tremendous prog- 
reas. Better schools, good roadr. the 
automobile, telephone and radio have 
created a rural efyilization greater 
thap any io history. 

Industrialists, attracted by such fac- 
tors as lack of labor difficulties, low 
taxes and uncongested, pleasant livinz 
nnd working conditions, were barred 
from entry into thé small town only 
because of lack of power. 

Now, according, to authorities, the 
smaller towns nre on the road to in- 
dustrial leadership of Amcrica and the 
countryside fs staged for the next 
scene of our industrial progress. The 
drift of population has turned. At 
present the only pronounced galo in 
industrial wage carners Is taking place 
in the country. 

It is safe to say that many towns 
which are almost unknown today will 
be the great industrial ‘centers of the 
future. The industrial revolution of 
the Eighteenth century apparently 
doomed rura! progress—now the elec- 
tric revolution of the Twentleth Is re- 
versing the provess, — Longview 
(Wash.)
